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SCHOOL REPORT. 


Citizens of Strafford :—It appears that, without exception, 
our schools have been, as a whole, well managed during the 
past year. 

The government we think has been better than usual, and 
the confidence and satisfaction of parents and scholars in 
teachers has not often been greater. 

Say what we will of the teacher’s responsibilities, it is never- 
theless true that the home education underlies all others. The 
lessons in the schoolroom must be a continuatiun of the teach- 
ings at home, else they most likely fail in their desired effect. 
Parents have an immense advantage over teachers in respect to 
influence ; if they choose to aid and support them with it, it is 
well; if not, their children must tuke the consequences of 
mixed treatment. 

Our school year is short, only twenty-three weeks during the 
past year, eleven weeks in the spring term, and twelve in the 
fall. Could the number of our schools be reduced from thirteen 
to nine, our children could have thirty weeks of school during 
each year. 

We give the following items for the school year from Aug. 
Ist, 1899, to Aug. 1st, 1900. They should be of interest to 
every one who cares for the welfare of our schools : 

Number of ungraded schools, 13 
Number of schools, the average membership of 
which has not been more than twelve nor less 


than seven, 6 
Number of schools, the average membership of 
which has been six scholars or less, 3 


Whole number of different pupils, five years old and 
upwards, registered at least two weeks during 
the year, 186 
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Average membership in all the schools, 165 
Average attendance in all the schools, 144 
Average absence in all the schools, 21 
Number of tardinesses, 623 
Average expense of total amount expended for 

average membership, $12.38 


From the above we can readily see two things that hinder 
both teachers and scholar, absences and tardinesses. When 
the whole number registered at least two weeks is 186, and the 
average daily attendance is 42 less or 144, it shows one way in 
which our schools may be improved. 

Owing to the prevalence of small pox in our vicinity, the 
State Board of Health ordered the law relating to vaccination 
enforced. ‘The selectmen appointed Dr. Twombly agent. The 
schools were visited by him and our people generally attended 
to the matter. The Jaw will hereafter be strictly enforced and 
no child will be allowed to attend school unless vaccinated. 


INSTITUTES. 


We would call the attention of our teachers to the 
county institutes. They are held for the benefit of the 
teachers, and particularly the teachers of our ungraded schools. 
The attendance from Strafford has not been what it should be. 
In the future we look for an improvement in that direction. 


CHANGES IN BOOKS. 
The condition of our spelling books was such that we were 
compelled to make a change, and exchange prices were so much 
to our advantage that we exchanged the old Buckwalter’s for 
Jacobs’.
